the battle of Britain and the naval 
battles of the Pacific. But it. also 
brought Hie atom bomb, tile rocket 
propelled missile that could carry 
tons of explosives hundreds of miles. 
It brought airplanes dropping ten 
ton “block busters” and it brought 
death to m illions and im poverish­ 
m ent to even more millions. 
“So effective were the weapons of 
World War l l that even tile victors 
are nearly as crippled and as eco­ 
nomically impoverished as the van­ 
quished. 
"Tile rocket propelled shells will 
now fly thousands of miles instead of 
hundreds and the atom bomb is now 
much more powerful than it was 
the day it killed a hundred thousand 
men, women and children in Japan. 
In addition we have the possibility 
of bacterial warfare and the possi­ 
bility that we may win a war only 
to find that we have made the w’orld 
a place in which no vegetation can 
grow, no animal can reproduce and 
no one will be able to live. 
"We m ust therefore find some way 
to solve our problems short of war 
—which can bring the death at least 
of our civilization if not our world. 
"Tile United Nations may be the 
solution, but better yet, we m ust eacli 
of us as an individual, each of our 
organizations and each of our n a­ 
tions carry out the Golden Rule. We 
must live the Golden Rule if we wish 
to continue to exist.”

"The 20 feet planting we adopted I 
probably did more to increase costs j 
of production than anything else.

If you give 
your trees more room 
they can 
spread out and thus they can be 
picked easier and cheaper. 
i’There arc many growers who 
planted trees closely together with 
the idea of taking out every other 
row when the time came.

"From 1925 to a few years ago we 
urged you to keep the middle in the 
tree. Well, th at goes against nature 
and so most growers compromised,

"New it seems the best idea is to 
try to keep the middle in the tree 
for possibly the first three years, 
until it gets as high as you want 
It and then cut the middle out and 
let the tree spread. 
"Nitrogen has been used for some 
time on trees and I wonder if we 
have riot pushed some too fast. on 
nitrogen during 
the early 
years. 
Phosphorus and potash are also 
needed, and we should give the trees 
more of them and perhaps cut dow n 
a little on the nitrogen.
